CHAPTER 676.

AN ACT to appropriate a sum of money therein named to the Milton historical society of
Milton, Wisconsin for the purpose of repairing and preserving Milton House, a pio-
neer landmark situated at Milton, for use as a historical monument.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows :

There is appropriated from the general fund to the Milton historical society of Milton,
Wisconsin $15,000 for the purpose of repairing and preserving Milton House, 2 pioneer
landmark situated at Milton, for use as a historical monument. Any additional sum of
money required for such purpose shall he furnished by the Milton historical society.
